Immediately following, the newly 
formed Montgomery Ward Em- 
ployes’ association applied to the 
Alameda county superior court for 
an injunction to stop A. F. of L. 
picketing. On petition of the A. F. 
of L. the suit was transferred to 
the federal court on the claim that 
the company was engaged in inter- 
state commerce. 

Backed by the powerful team- 
sters’ union in California and all 
central labor bodies, the striking 
employes are continuing their fight 
for recognition without a break in 
their ranks. 

All A. F. of L. unions are con- 
tributing financially to the strike 
fund and the fight will go on, the 
strikers say, until the company rec- 
ognizes the union.

present I think conviction cannot be 
had where the act or threats com- 
plained of are part of an endeavor 
of members of bona fide labor or- 
ganizations to carry out their other- 
wise legitimate objects.”

Facing the Facts 


Congressmen are getting a lot of mail these days about strikes. One 
of them was telling us about it the other day. He was quite disturbed. 
,He said he was a friend of labor. He said he was going to remain a 
jfriend of labor. But he was more than a little worried about some of his 
jbrother congressmen. He feared their loyalty to labor might be waver- 
ing because of the letters they were receiving. These letters came from 
inh cease back home. They were down on strikes and they were down 
on labor. 


Now our friend, the congressman, had a bright idea. “Why don’t you 


with PHILIP PEARL 


fellows start writing letters to your congressman?”, he asked. “The work- 
ers are voters, too, and the members of congress realize it. But they 
haven't heard from you. Why don’t you tell your congressman the work- 
ers’ side of the case?” 


Well, the truth is we don’t have a congressman. We wish we did. But 
we live in the District of Columbia where the so-called sovereign citi- 
zens—650,000 of them—don’t have a vote and don’t have a congressman. 
So at first we regretfully passed our friend’s bid. Then we got to think- 
ing it over and we decided not to let a little think like not having a con- 
gressman stop us from writing a letter to him. We figured that if we 
did write a letter, even to an imaginary congressman, we might start 
something that our friends in the labor movement might follow up. So 
here goes: 

THE SAME SPEECH 

My Dear Congressman:—How are you? I haven’t heard from you in 
a long time, ever since I helped to elect you last November. My name is 
Joe Blank, remember? I served on the labor committee that rolled up a 
90 per cent vote for you in the west side factory district. You told us 
you were labor’s friend, remember? I believed you then, but I’m begin- 
ning to wonder a little now. 

I'll tell you why. You made a speech the other day that sounded very 
patriotic—at least the part of it I read in the paper. The papers print a 
iot of your speeches lately. Almost every day. And it’s all on the same 
subject. In fact, it sounds like the same speech. It’s all about guys like 
me, working guys. You say we musn’t strike. You say anybody who 
strikes on a defense project ought to be shot at sunrise. 

Well, congressman, I’m against strikes, too. I always have been. That 
doesn’t mean I haven’t been in strikes. Sure I have. Five or six of them 


hard, too. It looked like we got licked a couple of times but in the end 
we always won out. Because we've got a bunch of right guys in our 
union and we stuck together and we refused to be licked. 

Let me tell you something, congressman, we're not going to get licked 
now either. 

Sure I'm against strikes. So is every other working man. Do you think 
\a guy like me, with never more than a few dollars in the bank and with | 
a family to support likes to lay down his tools and walk out and miss | 
the weekly pay envelope and have to tell the missus and the kids to cut | 
down on the spending, even for food? Do you think that’s fun? Do you 
think I and the others in my union would vote to strike unless we could | 
see no other way out? 


Now don’t start telling me these are no ordinary times. I know all 
about the emergency. I am for the defense program 100 per cent. So is | 
{my union. So is the American Federation of Labor to which my union 
belongs. 

We are the guys that are building the defense program. You can’t tell} 
jus anything about it that we don’t already know. We're the ones who are 
\doing the work. And we're glad of the chance. We're getting good pay 
and we're getting overtime and we want to keep on working. We want 
to do it not only because there is good money in it for us but because 
we want to see Great Britain lick Hitler and we want to get ready for 
\that guy in case he licks the British so we can give him a taste of our | 
own medicine. We don’t want strikes. We ain't that dumb. And we’re not 
having any strikes! 
| Put that in your pipe, congressman. I said our union and the other | 
junions in the A. F. of L. are not having any strikes. Read the papers for | 
yourself. How many of these strikes which are splashed all over page 
one are A. F. of L. strikes? TI looked over the whole list this morning 
jand I couldn’t find one that amounted to a hill of beans. | 
| Why don’t you guys in congress use your heads and show some sense? 
|Why don’t you stop denouncing labor in general and place the blame} 
jwhere it belongs? Why don’t you put those commy so-and-sos in the | 
CIO on the spot where they belong? They’re the ones who are respon- | 
sible for these strikes and they will keep on striking until and unless you | 
| put the finger on them, instead of shielding them. They are trying to 
|hide behind the skirts of the millions of decent, hard-working, loyal | 
|American workers and as long as you just raise Hell with labor in gen-}| 
jeral these trouble-making, no-good rats will be able to get away with | 
\their stuff. Why don’t you show some guts and run the rats out? 

But don't start talking about prohibiting strikes of any kind because | 
that’s where I and the rest of my bunch come in. If our bosses knew we 
couldn't strike no matter what happened we'd lose everything our union | 
fought for and gained in the last sixty years. As long as this is a free 
country, we workers will not do any goose-step. 
| That's all for now congressman. See you on election day.

Penalizing the Public 


Adjusting Labor Disputes 


The United States department of labor, through its concilia- 
tion service, settled 266 strikes, threatened strikes, lockouts and 
controversies, involving 157,000 workers last month, Secretary 
Perkins reported today. The facilities of the service were util- 
ized by employers and employes in 42 states and the District 
of Columbia. 

“The conciliation service is becoming increasingly successful 
in adjusting disputes over the conference table,” Secretary Per- 
kins said. “One of the difficult problems it faces from time to 
time, however, concerns jurisdictional disputes. 

“These penalize the public and employers and are difficult 
of adjustment because they do not involve questions of wages, 
hours or working conditions. Union organizations, in their own 


interest if for no other reason, need to find a way to adjust dif- 
ferences of this nature without any interruption of production.’ 


Labor’s “Fair Weather Friends” 


“Fair weather friends” are a liability, not an asset. In the 
days of your prosperity, they fawn on you: when adversity 
comes, they flee from the firing lines. This great truth is being 
driven home to American workers these days. 


Men in high places who have eagerly sought the votes of the 
workers on election day, beat their breasts and proclaim their 
“love for labor,” but they add: ‘‘'The unions are making it hard 
for their friends to defend them.”’ 


A listener might imagine organized labor has been guilty of 
some horrid crime—that it has forgotten its love of county and 
has become a traitor to democracy 

Of course, that is a vile falsehood. 


During this entire emergency, no responsible labor union has 
submitted an unreasonable demand to any employer or group of | 
employers. There have been a few scuffles at factory doors| 
which any competent police force might have handled with com-| 
parative ease. Labor has not used tanks, machine guns or tear | 
gas. Those have been the weapons of employers who flouted | 
the law of the land, and of public officials who were their will- | 
ing tools. A candid examination of the facts will sustain these! 
claims. 


Labor does not expect its avowed foes to show consideration 
for the truth, but it has a right to expect a more sympathetic and 
g if ym} 


intelligent attitude on the part of its professed friends. 


Don’t be afraid to ask that building trades’ mechanic for his 
union card. If he hasn't one... tell him he’s not needed on the 
job.

CANNERY UNIONS 
TO VOTE ON 
WAGE INCREASE 


Balloting to Begin Next 
Week; 60,000 Workers 


Involved 


A 17 point program covering 
conditions asked by the Can- 
nery Workers’ Council of 
Northern California, represent- 


ing 11 American Federation of 
Labor fruit and vegetable unions, 
has been presented to the Califor- 
nia Processors and Growers’ asso- 
ciiation in the latest move to nego- 
tiate a 1941 master contract for the 
cannery workers of northern Cali- 
fornia. 

Last week the cannery workers 
by an overwhelming majority voted 
to reject the growers and proces- 
sors’ proposal for the 1941 canning 
season. 

Among the conditions which the 
cannery workers have asked the 
growers to include in their next 
proposal are: Increases in pay; 
elimination of the 5 cent differen- 
tial in rural areas; improved vaca- 
tion schedules; definite relief peri- 
ods; shortening of weekly hours 
during the processing period and 
clarification of individual job classi- 
fications. 

To Vote Next Week 

The program has been submitted 
to the negotiating representatives 
of the processors and growers’ asso- 
ciation and it is expected a com- 
plete and final proposal from that 
group will be ready for balloting 
on by the cannery workers early 
next week, 

The cannery workers are seek- 
ing a 15 cents per hour raise, which 
Daniel V. Flanagan, organizer for 
the western office of the A. F. of 
I, and coordinator for the north- 


ern California cannery unions, 
stated is not an unreasonable re- 
quest at this time. 

“Statistics,” he said, “prove 


that the canned goods retail 
prices have increased from 10 
to 30 per cent in the last four 
months with no increase in 
wages to the 60,000 cannery 
workers in the northern area. 
The cost of labor which has 
been stationary in the canning 
industry is only 10 per cent of 
the cost of production. In other 
words, the wages the cannery 
workers are asking will in- 
crease the cost of labor only 
2'2 cents, less than 8 cents per 
case of canned goods.”
